SEC. 1. EC it ordained by the Burgess and 
Town Council of the Borough of McSherrystown, 
and it it hereby ordained by the authority of the 
same, That it shall not be lawful tor any person 
or persons to ride a bicycle on any highway of 
the Borough without having attached to said 
bicycle a gong ot bell that can be distinctly 
heard a dstince of Fifty feet. 


SBC, 2. It shalj be the duty of each rider of a 


& Bicycle to ring'said bell or gong to warn per- 
somrof iu approach- 


SBC. 3- No person- or persons shall be allowed 
to ride a bicycle on any highway of the borough 
without having attached thereto a lighted lamp, 
during the months of November. December and 
January from the hour of 5.30 o'clock, p-m.. 
and during February. Mareh and October from 
the hour of 7 o'clock, p. m., and during the 
months of April and September from the hour 
of 7-30 o'clock, p. m., and during May, Jnne, 
July and August from the hour of 8.30 o'clock, 
p. m., until each following sunrise. 


SBC. 4. No person or oereons shall be allowed 
to ride any bicycle upon the sidewalks or pave- 
ment* of this Borough, except when necessary 
to cross said sidewalks or pavements, and no 
person or persons shall ride any bicycle faster 
than at the rate of seven miles per hour at any 
tun within the borough limits. 


SRC. 5. Any person violating any part of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction thereof before 
the Burgess or a Justice of the Peace of the Bor- 
ough, forfeit and pay the sum of not less than 
two dollars nor more than five dollars for each 
offense and costs of prosecution.

SEVERAL HUNDRED HOMELESS. 
Sudden Break In a Levee Sweeps Aw*y 


Many El Paso Homes. 


El Paso, Tex., May 26.—At 1 o'clock 


In the morning the levee broke and the 
flood waters of the Rio Grande rushed 
through the city. The levee which 
broke was on the bank of the canal, on 
Stanton street. The river had reached 
its highest point since 1891. In a few 
minutes a large force of men were at 
work trying to check the angry waters 
with sacks filled with sand, but a sec- 
ond break above backed up the water 
on the workmen, and they were com- 
pelled to retire. The Texas and P.aciflc 
railway, realizing that hundreds of 
families were being driven from their 
homes, backed in a large number of 
empty freight cars for the accommoda- 
tion of the homeless. 


Not less than 120 homes were swept 


away, and several hundred men are 
now at work on a new levee. They 
threw UD an embankment on Third 
street to try and check the advance of 
the water, which is running over one 
of the International 
Street railway 


bridges. The crash of the walls of 
houses as they crumble and fall is 
mingled with the cries of frightened 
women and children, who are driven 
from their homes. People residing in 
the lower part of the city are leaving 
their homes and moving to the foothills 
of Mount Franklin. Several hundred 
families are now housed in freight cars 
standing in the water. Should the im- 
provised levee on Stanton street break, 
the water will flood the business por- 
tion of the city. The ringing of the 
flre bell saved the lives of many peo- 
ple who were asleep, ignorant of their 
danger. 


Killed His Boy and Himself. 


New York, May 26.—Charles K. Hill- 


yard, 50 years old, a well known law- 
yer of Brooklyn, shot and killed his 13- 
year-old son, William, and himself 
Monday night, at what hour is not 
known. Their bodies were found yes- 
terday afternoon In a bedroom In Hill- 
yard's elegant home. Mr. Hillyard's 
wife died last October, and since that 
time he had been subject to melan- 
cholia. He constantly spoke of his loss, 
and at times seemed to be deranged. 
He was always devoted to his son, and 
after his wife's death this fondness 
grew into a passionate affection, which 
seemed greater during his periods of 
mental derangement. Shortly after bis 
wife's death Mr. Hillyard made his 
will, bequeathing between $70,000 and 
$80,000 to the boy. 
A Woman's Murderous Vengeance. 
St. Louis, May 26.—May Campbell, a 


variety actress, who came here from 
Cincinnati,' hid In a clothes closet In 
Maud Devere's room yesterday and 
listened while her husband and Misa. 
Deyere arranged for an elopement. 
Then Mrs. Campbell emerged with a" 
revolver and put five bullets into her 
Mrs. Campbell emerged with a re- 
volver and put five bullets into her 
husband and one into Maud Devere.

taken in a dying condition to the city 
hospital.

Camp- 
bell is fatally shot. 
The woman's 


wound is not believed to be fatal. 


Supreme Court Decisions. 


Washington, May 25.—The United 


States supreme court decided two cases 
yesterday 
holding that the United 
States interstate commerce commis- 
sion has no power to prescribe rates on. 
railroads which may control In the 
future. The decision is construed to 
mean that the interstate commerce 
commission has no power to pass upon 
rates before they are put into effect. 
The court affirmed the decision of the 
court below in the case of C. S. Wright, 
of Pittsburg, Pa., charged with a vio- 
lation of the portion of the interstate 
commerce law prohibiting discrimina- 
tion. Wright granted rebates on beer to 
pay for drayage. This action was held 
to be in violation of the law.

SEVERAL HUNDRED HOMELESS. 


Sudden Hronk in a Leveo Swoops Away 
Many El Paso Hom os. 


El Paso, Tex., May 26.—A t 1 o'clock 
In the morning the levee broke and the 
flood waters of the Rio Grande rushed 
through the city. The 
levee 
which 
broke Was on the bank of the canal, on 
Stanton street. The river had reached 
its highest point since 1891. In a few 
minutes a large force of men were at 
work trying to check the angry waters 
with sacks filled with sand, but a sec­ 
ond break above backed up the water 
on the workmen, and they were com­ 
pelled to retire. The Texas and IJaciflc 
railway, realizing 
that 
hundreds of 
families were being driven from their 
homes, backed in a large number of 
empty freight cars for the accommoda­ 
tion of the homeless. 


N ot less than 120 homes were swept 
away, and several hundred men are 
now at work on a new levee. They 
threw up an embankment on Third 
street to try and check the advance of 
the water, which is running over one 
of the International 
Street 
railway 
bridges. The crash of the walls of 
houses as they crumble and fall is 
mingled with the cries of frightened 
women and children, who are driven 
from their homes. People residing In 
the lower part of the city are leaving 
their homes and moving to the foothills 
of Mount Franklin. Several hundred 
families are now housed in freight cars 
standing In the water. Should the im­ 
provised levee on Stanton street break, 
the water will flood the business por­ 
tion of the city. The ringing of the 
flre bell saved the lives of many peo­ 
ple who were asleep, ignorant of their 
danger.

Their bodies were found yes­ 
terday afternoon in a bedroom in Hill- 
yard’s elegant home. Mr. 
Hillyard’s 
wife died last October, and since that 
time he had been subject to m elan­ 
cholia. He constantly spoke of his loss, 
and at iim es seemed to be deranged. 
He was always devoted to his son, and 
after his wife’s death this fondness 
grew into a passionate affection, which 
seemed greater during his periods of 
mental derangement. Shortly after his 
wife's death Mr. Hillyard made his 
will, bequeathing between $70,000 and 
180,000 to the boy.

Source? of the Ltlblo ns It, Appears 


To-day—The Work is Printed Iu 
JJliO Diflerent Ijunguuges. 


VERY once in a while one reads 


of the enormous edition of 
some book, 
an edition of 


100,000 or perhaps 200,000, 


and tho world marvels at the genius 
whose brain evolved such a master- 
piece. Such a book is reviewed by 
literary critics in every corner of the 
world, a tremendous hullabaloo is 
raised and the universe is aglow with 
enthusiasm. 


Iu the historic university town of 


Oxford, England, says a letter in the 
New Orleans Picayune, there is a print- 
ing house which turned out an edition 
of 3,970,439 copies of a book during 
189G, 
and not a word was said of it. 


For more than 300 years the presses 
of this institution have been printing 
this same book, and the demand has 
steadily increased for the first year of 
its existence to the present time. How 
many copies have been turned out in 
the past three centuries would be a 
vexing problem for the brain of a 
mathematician to compute. It would 
run into scores of millions, figures too 
magnificent for human realization. 


This concern is the University Press, 


whose sole business for centuries has 
beeu the printing of Bibles. The place 
was established some fifty years afier 
the German Guttenberg in vented mov- 
able type, and the first book turned 
out beais the date 1468, but this was a 
mistake by ten years ; it should have 
been 1478. For nearly 100 yearg the 
Oxford Press printed books of all 
kinds, and then, towards the end of 
the sixteenth century, it began the 
printing of Bibles. From that time 
to the present the presses have been 
turning out .Bibles and Testaments 
and nothing else. 


It may be of interest to know the 


sources of the Bible as it appears to- 
day. 
Iu the first place the making of 


the Bible did not begin in its modern 
aspect until the middle of the fourth 
century after Christ. 
The Bible is 


based upon four great manuscripts. 
One of them, the Codex Alexandrinns, 
now in the British Museum; thejCodex 
Vaticanns, now in the Vatican, arid 
the Codex Smaiticus and the Codex 
Ephraemi. Each of these is of im- 
msnse antiquity. 


The Codex Alexandrinus in the Brit- 


ish Museum is at least 1500 years old, 
and it is the most priceless object in 
the vast collection of that famous in- 
stitution. This document consists of 
773 sheets of dull gray goatskin, the 
skin being exceptionally thin and each 
sheet measuring 12f inches by lOf 
.inches. It is written on both sides of 
the sheet in two columns of faint but 
clear Greek characters. It once be- 
longed to the Patriarchal chamber of 
Alexandria, and was sent as a present 
to King'Charles tbe First in 1627. 


From manuscripts such as these; 


from the Latin version of the fourth 
century; from manuscript translations 
of the Bible into Coptic, Syriac and 
other languages dating from the sixth 
century, and from the writings of the 
early Christians of the second century 
comes the Bible of to-day. 


The home of the University Press is 


a great quadrangular bnilding, or 
series of buildings, erected in 1830, 
and laid out in the usual college form, 
with a square court of flowers and 
grass in the centre. 


The composing rooms of this place 


are its most wonderful feature. There 
are fonts of type for the printing of 
the Bible in 320 different languages, 
comprising all the known tongues of 
the past and present. There is a Bible 
for every savage race on the face of 
the globe, and the wonders of com- 
position represented by some of them 
would stagger the ordinary printer. 


For instance, there is now a piece of 


type setting going on which was be- 
gun in 1863, and it won't be finished 
until the twentieth century is well 
under way. 
it is a little brochure in 


Peshito Syriac for the use of old 
manuscript students. The compositor 
works over a case containing 1000 
boxes, each with its separate char- 
acter. A single letter requires six 
different pieces of type, and some of ' 
them require ten. 
AVith a thousand j 


boxes before him the compositor can- j 
not work with machinelike rapidity, { 
and his fingers often fall into the , 
wrong box. 
Since this particular j 


task was begun, thirty-three years 
ago, think of the hundreds of com- ! 
positors engaged upon it that have ' 
pa«sed to the great beyond ! 
j 


The number of Bibles turned out ' 


daily averages 8000 the year through. 
Some are little and some are big, and 
with bindings of all kinds. Mistakes 
seldom get into any of these millions j 
of Bibles, for there is a standing offer 
of a guinea to the person who first 
discovers an error. Toward the eni 
of a Jong edition the constant wear on 
the plates sometimes mashes a letter. 
Oace the word "teaching" was changed 
into "caching," and then the letter e 
was worn down, changing it into 
"aching." Fifty thousand Bibles-were 
sent out with this imperfection, bat 
they were all recalled and the error 
rectified by the laborious use of a hand 
stamp. 


It took more than thirty years to 


perfect the kind of paper which is now 
used for printing Bibles. This paper 


is wonderfully thiu, bat is absolutely 
opaque.

WUH discoveied by uu Oxford student 
while traveling iu the far East. Ttio 
native method of preparing it was too 
laborious for modern use, and it was 
not until 1874 that a process was dis- 
covered by which it could be mada 
rapidly and economically. This pro- 
cess is a carefully guarded secret, 
known only to two or three inea, the 
workmen engaged upon it being in- 
trusted with only a fraction c! the 
secret.

HOW THE HOLY BOOK 13 PRINTED 
BY THE OXFORD PRESS. 


Sources of tlio liihlo ns It Appears 
To-day—-The Work Is Printed in 
o20 Different Languages. 


VERY once in a while one reads 
of the enormous edition of 
1 some book, 
an edition 
of 
100,000 or perhaps 200,000, 
and tho world marvels at tho genius 
whoso brain evolved such a master­ 
piece. 
Such a book is reviewed by 
literary critics in every corner of the 
world, a tremendous hullabaloo is 
raised ond the universe is aglow with 
enthusiasm. 


In the historic university town of 
Oxford, England, says a letter in the 
Now Orleans Picayune, there is a print­ 
ing house which turned out an edition 
of 3,970,439 copies of a book during 
1896, and not a word was said of it. 
For more than 300 years the presses 
of this institution have been printing 
this same book, and tho demand has 
steadily increased for the first year of 
its existence to the present time. How 
many copies have been turnod out in 
the past three centuries would bo a 
vexing problem for tho brain of a 
mathematician to compute. 
It would 
run into scores of millions, figures too 
L magnilicent for human realization. 


This concern is the University Press, 
whose sole business for centuries has 
been the printing of Bibles. The place 
was established somo fifty years after 
the German Guttenberg invented mov­ 
able type, and the first book turned 
out beais the date 14G8, but this was a 
mistake by ten years; it should have 
been 1478. 
For nearly 100 yearg the 
Oxford Press printed books of all 
kinds, and then, towards the end of 
the sixteenth century, it began the 
printing of Bibles. 
From that time 
to the present the presses have been 
turning out Bibles and Testaments 
and nothing else. 


It may be of interest to know tho 
sources of tho Bible as it appears to­ 
day. 
In the first place the making of 
the Bible did not begin in its modern 
aspect until the middle of tho fourth 
century after Christ. 
The Bible is 
based upon four great manuscripts. 
One of them, the Codex Alexandriuus, 
now in the British Museum ; the Codex 


m 
Vaticanus, now in the Vatican, and 
the Codex Siuaiticus and the Codex 
Ephraemi. 
Each of these is of im­ 
mense antiquity. 


The Codex Alexandrinus iu the Brit­ 
ish Museum is at least 1500 years old, 
and it is the most priceless object in | 
the vast collection of that famous in­ 
stitution. 
This document consists of 
773 sheets of dull gray goatskin, the 
skin being exceptionally thin and each 
sheet measuring 12 $ inches by 10J 
.inches. 
It is written on both sides of 
the sheet in two columns of faint but 
clear Greek characters. 
Jt once be­ 
longed to the Patriarchal chamber of 
Alexandria, and was sent as a present 
to King Charles the First in 1627. 


From manuscripts such as these; 
from tho Latin version of the fourth 
century; from manuscript translations 
of the Bible into Coptic, Syriac and 
other languages dating from tho sixth 
century, and from tho writings of the 
early Christians of the second century 
comes the Bible of to-day. 


Tho home of the University Press is 
a great quadrangular building, 
or 
series of buildings, erected in 1830, 
and laid out in the usual college form, 
with a square court of flowers and 
grass in the centre. 


The composing rooms of this place 
are its most wonderful feature, There 
are fonts of type for the printing of 
the Bible in 320 difterent languages, 
comprising all the known tongues of 
the past and present. There is a Bible 
for every savage race on tho faco of 
tho globe, and tho wonders of com­ 
position represented by some of them 
would stagger the ordinary printer. 


For instance, there is now a piece of 
typo setting going on which was be­ 
gun in 1803, and it won’t be finished 
until the twentieth century is well 
under way. 
it is a little brochure in 
Peshito Syriac for the use of old 
manuscript students. The compositor 
works over a case containing 1000 
boxes, each with its separate char­ 
acter. 
A single letter requires six 
different pieces of type, and some oi 
them require ten. 
With a thousand 
boxes belore him tho compositor can­ 
not work with tnftchiueliko rapidity, 
and his fingers often fall into the 
wrong box. 
Since this particular 
task was begun, thirty-three years 
ago, think of tho hundreds of com­ 
positors engaged upon it that have 
parsed to the great beyond ! 


The number of Bibles turnod out 
daily averages 8000 the year through. 
Some are little and some are big, aud 
with bindings of all kinds. 
Mistakes 
seldom get into any of these millions 
of Bibles, for there iB a standing offer 
of a guinea to the person who first 
discovers an error. 
Toward the end 
of a long edition the constant wear on 
tho plates sometimes mashes a letter. 
Once the word “ teaching” was changed 
into “ eacbing,” aud then the letter e 
was worn 
down, changiag it into 
“ aching.” Fifty thousand Bibles were 
sent out with this imperfection, »but 
they were all recalled and the error 
rectified by the laborious use oi a hand 
stamp. 


I t took more than thirty years to 
perfect the kind of paper which is now 
used for printing Bibles, 
This paper 


is wonderfully thin, but is absolutely 
opaque. 
It is called India paper* and 
was discoveied by an Oxford student 
while traveling in the far E ast 
The 
native method of preparing it was too 
laborious for modern use, and it was 
not until 1874 that a process was dis­ 
covered by which it could be mado 
rapidly and economically. 
This pro­ 
cess is a carefully guarded secret, 
known only to two or three men, the 
workmen engaged upon it beiug in­ 
trusted with only a fraction c t tho 
secret,

.Jefferson spent part of his early 
boyhood at Tuckahoe on tho James 
River, a fine house still in existence, 
about fourteen miles west of Rich­ 
mond, which has not jmrted with the 
traditions inseparable from an old 
Virginia mansion, including a bed 
slept in by George Washington, a per­ 
ambulating ghost 
who 
wrings his 
hands before cock-crow, and stable3 
whero a stud of thoroughbred horses 
consumed annually “ a thousand bar­ 
rels of corn.” 
Near tho flower gar­ 
den, with its box-edged walks, stands 
a little brick building styled the school 
houee, 
wherein 
studied 
together 
Thomas Jefferson and Thomas Mann 
Randolph, the boy heir of the estate, 
to which hie guardian, Peter Jeffer­ 
son, had removed with his family, the 
better to watch over his orphaned 
charge. ¡/This Thomas Mann Randolph 
married, first, Anno, daughter of Ar­ 
chibald Cary, of Ampthill, tho fiery 
patriot of the Revolution, known by 
the sobriquet of “ Old Iron.” 
Tho 
oldest son of this marriage became 
Mr. Jefi’ereon’s scn-in-law. 
Very lato 
in life Colonel Randolph solaced his 
widowerhood by taking to wife a beau­ 
tiful young girl in her teens, Miss 
Gabriella Harvie, of Richmond, an 
event that soon scattered from her 
husoand’s ‘home the children of his 
first marriage. 
One might go far 
without finding advice so kind, so 
temperate, in such exquisite sympa­ 
thy with tho difficulties of poor human 
nature in families of diverse elements, 
as that of the letter written by Mr. 
Jefferson to his daughter upon tho 
subject of this marriage of her father- 
in-law in 1790. 
An odd outcome of 
tho much-discussed nuptials was that 
the new Mrs. Randolph, imperiously 
ignoring the fact that her oldest step­ 
son was already in possession of tho 
name, bestowed upon her own son 
also his father’s name of Thomas Mann 
Randolph. 
From this high-spirited 
and captivating Mrs, Gabriella Ran­ 
dolph descended the Misses Ella and 
Emily 
Chapman, 
of Philadelphia, 
married Respectively to the Marquis 
Louis do Podestad and Prince Pigna- 
telli d’Aragon.—New York Ledger.

(Barn and Nineteen Head of Cattle

Fire destroyed the large bank barn 


of Rev. J. Walter Beamer, near the 
Salem U. B. church, about midway 
between New Oxford and Gettysburg 
Sunday night. The barn was 50x70 
Feet in dimensions, and was compara- 
tively new, having been built only 
about 12 or 15 years ago. About 200 
bushels of grain, all the hay and 
straw, together with all the farming 
implements but a binder and a corn 
planter were burned. 
Among the 


implements burned were a new mow- 
er and a separator. Nineteen head 
of horned cattle were consumed in 
the flames, consisting of 12 milch 
cows, 4 heifers,* 1 bull and 2 calves, 
all fine Jersey stock, and were valued 
at about $800. The horses were res- 
cued from the burning building. The 
fire was first discovered about 1 o'- 
clock and different rumors are being 
circulated as to the origin. 


A tramp was sleeping in the barn 


and it seems to be the most common 
belief that he is responsible, inten- 
tionally or accidentally, for the burn* 
ing. He is said to have assisted to 
remove the horses. The loss on the 
building and contents is about $3500, 
with $1200 insurance in the Mum* 
masburg company. There was no 
insurance on the cattle.

(Death of J. A. Kitzmiller, Esq. 


Jacob A. Kitzmiller, tbe well known 
member of the Gettysburg Bar, died 
at his residence >n Gettysburg Tues­ 
day morning. 
Mr. Kitzmiller suffer 
ed fiom a violent attack of diabetes 
about nine years ago, which develop) 
ed into Bright’s disease,- ultimately 
resulting in bis death. 


Jacob Kitzmiller was born Oct. 14, 
1842, and was raised in Gettysburg, 
In 1862 he enlisted in tbe United 
States service, joining the same com­ 
pany and regiment as bis brother 
John. 
He participated in several 
bard fought battles, and while in an 
engagement at Spottsylvania Court 
House, V a , Moy 12, 1864, be lost his 
left arm. 
In 186*) he was elected 
prothonotary of Adams county, and 
subsequently waB appointed postmas» 
ter of Gettysburg under both terms 
of President Grant's administration. 
He served twelve years as School Di* 
rector of the Board of Gettysburg, of 
wbicb be was president for 7 years. 
In 1879 he was elected Burgess of 
Gettysburg, and in 1877 was appoint­ 
ed Notary Public and served six years 
in that capacity. 
In 1869 be com­ 
menced tbe Btudy of law under the 
late Hon. David Wills, and was ad> 
mitted to the Bar in 1871, and bus 
since been engaged in the practise of 
bis profession. ' He was manager and 
treasurer of tbe AdamB County Mu­ 
tual Fire Insurance Company for a 
number of years and wus president 
at tho time of bis death. 
He was 
council for tbe Building and Loan 
Association and attorney for tbe First 
Nationul Bank, until a few weeks ago, 
when he wus obliged to relinquish 
that position as well as the active 
profession of the law on account of 
fulling health. 
Ho was the only sur. 
viving soldier who enlisted at tiottys- 
burg that loBt a limb in any battle. 
His wife and duughter Lula, who liv- j 
ed with him, and MrB. Jacob I. Mum- ; 
per, who resides in Gettysburg, eur- j 
vive to mourn his departure.

(Burned. 


Fire destroyed the large bank barn 
of Rev. J. Walter Beamer, near the 
Salem U. B. church, about midway 
between New Oxford and Gettysburg 
Sunday night. 
Tbe barn was 50x70 
feet in dimensions, and was compara­ 
tively new, having been built only 
about 12 or 15 years ago. 
About 200 
bushels of grain, all tbe bay and 
straw, together with all the farming 
implements but a binder and a corn 
planter were burned. 
Among the 
implements burned were a new mow­ 
er and a separator. 
Nineteen bead 
of horned cattle were consumed in 
tbe flames, consisting of 12 milch 
cows, 4 heifers,. 1 bull and 2 calves, 
all fine Jersey stock, and were valued 
at about $800. 
Tbe horses were res­ 
cued from tbe burning building. The 
fire was first discovered about 1 o’* 
clock and different rumors are being 
circulated as to tbe origin. 


A tramp was Bleeping in tbe barn 
and it seems to be tbe most common 
belief that he is responsible, inten­ 
tionally or accidentally, for tbe burn* 
ing. 
He is said to have assisted to 
remove tbe horses. 
Tbe loss on tbe 
building and contents is about $3500, 
with $1200 insurance in tbe Mum* 
masburg company. 
There was no 
insurance on the cattle. 


Tbe large barn of Christian Sbupp, 
near Sbiremanstown, Cumberland co., 
was destroyed by fire on Saturday 
together with all its contents, includ 
ing grain, hay, straw und farming im­ 
plements.

The largest cask iu the world has 


recently been completed at St. George 
Vineyard, located at Maltermoro, Cal. 
It contains 97,000 gallons, or enough 
to give 9,000,000 persons each au or- 
dinary wiueglassful of its contents. 
It 


is built of the very finest California 
redwood, and in all the vast amount of 
lumber used in constructing it there is 
not a single flaw. 


The object of building so large a 


cask is to keep on hand at the St. 
George Vineyard • a uniform supply 
of wine, the contents of the cask being 
that wine of which most is sold. 
To 


build a cask of the size referred to 
seemed an impossibility at first, but 


taint* sufficient to fakir flood quite a 
section of the land abo'ut it should it 
break, and the chances are it would 
sweep along at lirst with 
sufficient 


force to seriously affect small build- 
ings which might be in its pathway. 
Certainly it would drown any human 
being who happened to be in the way 
of the flood. While the exact number 
of tons of grapes whose juice is re- 
quired to make enough Aviiie to fill the 
cask has never been estimated, the 
proprietors of the vineyard say it would 
run into hundreds of thousands of 
pounds.—New York Herald.

Aii anthracite coal mine that is al- 


most entirely operated by American 
female labor is the unusual spectacle 
that can be seen iu the Mahanoy val- 
ley several miles southwest of Sham- 
okin, Peini. 
The owner and operator 


of this mine is Joseph Mans, an indus- 
trious native of Germany, and his four

after the matter was thoroughly dis- 
cussed the members of the vineyard 
company made up their minds to try. 
So the redwood forests of Humboldt 
County were called upon to supply the 
necessary lumber. 


The selection of lumber for the cask 


was no ordinary task, for not more 
than one stick iu a dozen of those pie- 
sented for examination would do. 
At 


last enough lumber of the very first 
quality was found, and then the work 
of drying it so that there would be not 
the slightest danger of shrinkage be- 
gan. 
It required just two years to 


complete this task. The lumber ready, 
two entire trains of cars proved neces- 
sary to convey it to the nearest point 
to the vineyard. 
This lumber was 


amply sufficient in quantity to erect 
such a house as does not exist in Cali- 
fornia. 


The hoops that bind the cask to- 


gether are of finely tempered steel. In 
the aggregate they would fill two large 
freight cars and their total weight is 
40,000 pounds. The cask towers to a

The women mine 
workers who have employment there 
for several years past are Katy, Mary, 
Lizzie and Anna Mans, daughters of 
the mine owner, whose ages are about 
twenty-two, twenty-one, twenty and 
eighteen years respectively. They are 
splendid specimens of 
womanhood, 


averaging six feet in height, being 
straight as arrows, stronger than the 
average man and each weighing in the 
neighborhood of 200 pounds. Despite 
the fact that they are unused to tight 
lacing their figures are attractive, and 
none of them know what it is to be 
sick. 
They labor hard six days every 


week, but seem to be perfectly con- 
tented with their 


much maligned mine mule,which hoists 
the COR! from the bowels of the earth 
by means of an old-fashioned gin. An- 
nie, who has turned out a very fair 
mechanic, runs the pump that keeps 
the mine free from water and the boil- 
ers and engine that supply the steam 
for operating the machinery, while Liz- 
zie is Hlate-picker boss, and assists her 
three younger sisters and three little 
brothers in picking the rock and the 
slate from among the coal as the fuel 
passes down the chutes to the storage 
pockets. 
These girls do not affect the 


garb of the new woman, but instead 
wear serviceable skirt and petticoats. 
Stout broguns cover their feet. Each 
girl knows what is expected of her and 
goes about the various duties in a busi- 
ness-like manner, while the father is 
cutting coal in the mine. 


Thirteen year* ago Mr. Mans was 


employed in the mines around Shamo- 
kiu, but, desiring to branch out for 
himself, he leased this mine, which was 
barely a hole in the ground at that 
time. Since then he has purchased 
the mine and tract of coal land outright, 
and the disappointment he and his wife 
felt when their first four children 
proved to be girls instead of boys has 
been softened by the valuable assist- 
ance the girls have since rendered him. 
Of the seven later additions to the fam- 
ily four are boys and three are girls, 
so that Mr. Mans is now looking for- 
ward to having four young miners to 
assist him in cutting coal from the 
bowels ef the earth before many years 
pass by. 


While Mr. Mans and his athletic 


daiighters .operate the mine his wife 
attends to the household duties and 
tills their farm, which, afvording to 
his story, is a better paying investment 
than the mine. Since acquiring pos- 
session of the colliery Mr. Mans has 
ma le many improvements to the prop- 
erty in. the «hape of new and deeper 
opening and the introduction of ma- 
chinery for preparing and hoisting the 
coal. 


Mr. Mans says that it is a common 


thing for women to work in and around 
the mines in the section of Germany 
where he was born, and prominent 
mining officials recall many instances 
in which women and girls performed 
similar duties in the coal mines of 
England and Wales. 
In the latter 


country, how ever, the custom is almost 
obsolete now. About eight years ago 
Mrs. Daniel Grassens, a German wo- 
man, 
donned man's attire and secured 


employment in the Gimlet mine, near 
Shamokia, as an inside loader. She 
worked on the same shift as her 


much of the front as possible, leaving 
room only for a narrow jamb and u 
shallow Bill, in order that when they 
are opened the entire exterior may bo 
exposed to view.

Above all things do not stint money 


in laying the kitchen floor; this must 
be constantly scrubbed, and if the 
wood checks and splinters the task is 
heart-breaking. 
The highest grades 


of Georgia pine should be used, in 
narrow strips, and it should have fre- 
quent dressing. 
It is no economy 


to lay a cheap floor with the idea of 
depending- upon a covering of oil cloth 
or similar material. 


A very common mistake is made in 


putting in a sink that is too small, and 
in providing no place ior the draining 
of dishes. 
A sink is never too large, 


even for the smallest family, and if 
space will permit it is well to put in 
one that is a couple of sizes larger than 
needed. 
At both ends should be wide 


draining shelves. An admirable fea- 
ture, if one can afford it, is a panel of 
tiling adjoining the Fink.

The California cask was not 


constructed with the intention of out- 
'loing any one, but simply for business 
reasons. 
The difference in size of 


these two tuns can best be understood 
by considering the fact that the Ger- 
man cask holds 42,000 gallons and the 
California cask 97,000, showing the 
former to be less than half the size of 
the latter. 


Considering the content* of the cask 


from the measurement of gallons, the 
idea of its iaiiue-.isily is not so fully 
impressed as when figuring on a ba^is 
of lesser quantities. For instance, the 
cask holds .:j.SS,000 quarts, or TTrt.OOO 
pints, or 3,0»l.i>00 frills. 
An ordinary 


glass of \\ine is about a third of a sill, 
perhaps a little less. Thi* huge ca<-k 
would hold a sufficient quantity to 
permit 9,01-2.000 persons to partake of 
a glass. Therefore, if every inhabi- 
tant of the greatest five cities of the 
United States should pa^s in proces- 
sion before this hncj<» redwood recep- 
tacle each could take a drink there- 
from. 


Figuring the value of the contents 


of the cask at the price it would be re- 
tailed by the glass in the States where 
wine is not made, the total readied is 
$901,200, so near a million that it can, 
without great stretching, be called a 
million dollar cask.

Very little attention is given to the 


furnishing of the kitchen, even in the 
most particular households. If a new 
house is being built the careful house- 
wife may ask the architect to provide 
certain conveniences for the room, but 
generally the matter is left wholly to 
his directions, and unless he is a tyro 
he is not apt to disappoint expectations. 


Modern improvements in plumbing 


and in ranges provide the most con- 
venient of permanent fixtures. It is 
scarcely necessary to warn one against 
the old style of shut-in plumbing, that 
left innumerable crevices and crannies 
to give lodgment to dirt and vermin. 
The very best resiilts are obtained from 
the use of iron pipe instead of lead, 
and if tliis be used there is much less 
chance of "sweating,"' aud the conse- 
quent rotting of the adjacent wood, 
particularly if the pipes be painted. 
The woodwork of the kitchen is fully 
as important as that of auy of the rest 
of the house. Pine is generally chosen, 


This will be found 
extremely con- 


venient in cooking if drawn close to the 
range to hold utensils. 
The chairs 


should be of the kind that have solid 
wooden seats, but there should also be 
at least one comfortable rocking-chair. 
Anything that is in the nature of au 
ornament and hss no utilitarian nse is 
wholly out of place, and should be ban- 
ished from the kitchen.

The largest cask in the world lias 
recently been completed at St. George 
Vineyard, located at Maltermoro, Cal. 
It contains 97,000 gallons, or enough 
to give 9,000,000 persons each au or­ 
dinary wineglasaful of its contents. 
It 
is built of the very finest California 
redwood, and in all the vast amount of 
lumber used in constructing it there is 
not a single flaw. 


The object of building so large a 
cask is to keep on hand at the St. 
George Vineyard • a uniform supply 
of wine, the contents of the cask being 
that wine of which most is sold. 
To 
build a cask of the size referred to 
seemed an impossibility at first, but 


tains sufficient to fairly flood quite a 
section of the land about it should it 
break, and the chances are it would 
sweep along at first with sufficient 
force to seriously aft cot small build­ 
ings which might be in its pathway. 
Certainly it would drown any human 
being who happened to bo in the way 
of the floor!. 
While the exact number 
of tons of grapes whose juice is re­ 
quired to make enough wine to fill the 
cask has never been estimated, the 
proprietors of the vineyard say it would 
run into hundreds of thousands of 
pounds.—New York Herald. 


COAL MINE RUN BY WOMEN.

An anthracite coal mine that is al­ 
most eutirely operated by American 
female labor is the umisual spectacle 
that can be seen in the Mahanoy val­ 
ley several miles southwest of Sham-

okin, Penn. 
The owner and operator 
of this mine is Joseph Mans, an indus­ 
trious native of Germany, and his four

after the matter was thoroughly dis­ 
cussed the members of the vineyard 
company made up their minds to try. 
So the redwood forests of Humboldt 
County were called upon to supply the 
necessary lumber. 


The selection of lumber for the cask 
was no ordinary task, for not more 
than one stick in a dozen of those pie- 
sented for examination would do. 
At 
last enough lumber of the very first 
quality was found, and then the work 
of drying it so that there would be not 
the slightest danger of shrinkage be­ 
gan. 
It required just two years to 
complete this task. The lumber ready, 
two entire trains of cars proved neces­ 
sary to convey it to the nearest point 
to the vineyard. 
This lumber was 
amply sufficient in quantity to erect 
such a house as does not exist in Cali­ 
fornia. 


The hoops that bind the cask to­ 
gether are of finely tempered steel. In 
the aggregate they would fill two large 
freight cars and their total weight is 
40,000 pounds. 
The cask towers to a 
height-of thirty feet and is twenty-six 
feet in diameter. 
If its contents could 
be placed in unbroken bulk in freight 
cars it would take thirty of the biggest 
to hold it. 


There is only one cask in the world 
which can be legitimately compared 
with this giant of California, and that 
is the great tun of Heidelberg, Ger­ 
many. 
The California cask was not 
constructed with the intention of out­ 
doing any one, but simply for business 
reasons. 
The diilerence in size of 
these two tuns can best be understood 
by considering the fact that the Ger­ 
man cask holds 42,000 gallons and the 
California cask 97,000, showing the 
former to be less than half the size of 
the latter. 


Considering the contents of the cask 
from the measurement of gallons, the 
idea of its immensity is not so fully 
impressed as when figuring on a basis 
of Jesser quantities. 
For instance, the 
cask holds 
000 quarts, or 770,000 
pints, or 3,001,000 gills. 
An ordinary 
glass of wine is about a third of a gill, 
perhaps a little less, 
This huge cask 
would hold a sufficient quantity to 
permit 9,012,000 persons to partake of 
ii glass. 
Therefore, if every inhabi­ 
tant of the greatest five cities of the 
United States should pass in proces­ 
sion before this huge redwood recep­ 
tacle each could take a drink there­ 
from. 


Figuring the value of the contents 
of the cask at the price it would be re­ 
tailed by the glass in the States where 
wine is not made, the total reached is 
$901,200, so near a million that it can, 
without great stretching, be called a 
million dollar cask. 


Looking 
at the winft from 
still 
another stamtyoint, quantity being al­ 
ways the primal basis, the cask con- 


grown daughters and three younger 
girls assist him in operating the col­ 
liery in a manner that would make 
many mine owners and slate pickers 
envious.

They are 
splendid specimens of 
womanhood, 
averaging six feet in height, being 
straight as arrows, stronger than the 
average man anil each weighing in the 
neighborhood of 200 pounds. 
Despite 
the fact that they are unused to tight 
lacing their figures are attractive, and 
none of them know what it is to be 
sick. 
They labor hard six days every 
week, but seem to be perfectly con­ 
tented with their lot, as do also their 
younger sisters and brothers, who as­ 
sist in the colliery. 
These young 
women are expert farmers, and in ad­ 
dition to knowing how to run a coal 
mine are perfectly at home performing 
the household duties that are indis­ 
pensable to all well-regulated homes. 


much maligned mine mule,which hoists 
the coal from the bowels of the earth 
by means 6f an old-fashioned gin, An­ 
nie, who has turned out a very fair 
mechanic, runs the pump that keeps 
the mine free from water and the boil­ 
ers and engine that supply the steam 
for operating the machinery, while Liz­ 
zie is slate-picker boss, and assists her 
three younger sisters and three little 
brothers in picking the rock and the 
slate from among the coal as the fuel 
passes down the chutes to the storage 
pockets. 
These girls do not nfleet the 
garb of the new woman, but instead 
wear serviceable skirt and petticoats. 
Stout brogans cover their feet. 
Each 
girl knows what is expected of her and 
goes about the various duties in a busi­ 
ness-like manner, while the father is 
cutting coal in the mine. 


Thirteen yeare ago Mr. Mans was 
employed in the mines around Shamo- 
kin, but, desiring to branch out for 
himself, he leased this mine, which was 
barely a hole in the ground at that 
time. 
Since then he has purchased 
the mine and tract of coal land outright, 
and the disappointment he and his wife 
felt when their 
first four children 
proved to be girls instead of boys has 
been softened by the valuable assist­ 
ance the girls have since rendered him. 
Of the seven later additions to the fam­ 
ily four are boys and three are girls, 
so that Mr. Mans is now looking for­ 
ward to having four young miners to 
assist him in cutting coal from the 
bowels of the earth before many years 


p a s s by. 


While Mr 
Mans and his athletic 
daughters .operate the mine his wife 
attends to the household duties and 
tills their farm, which, according to 
his story, is a better paying investment 
than the mine. 
Since acquiring j^os- 
session of the colliery Mr. Mans has 
made many improvements to the prop­ 
erty in the shape of new and deeper 
openings and tin-' introduction of ma­ 
chinery for preparing and hoisting the 
coal. 


Mr. Mans says that it is a common 
thing for women to work in and around 
the mines in the section of Germany 
where he was born, and prominent 
mining officials recall many instances 
in which women and girls performed 
similar duties in the coal mines of 
England and Wales. 
In the latter 
country, however, the custom is almost 
obsolete now. 
About eight years ago 
Mrs. Daniel Grassens, a German wo­ 
man, donned man’s attire and secured 
employment in the Gimlet mine, near 
Shauiokin, as an inside loader. 
She 
worked on the same shift as her hus­ 
band and succeeded in hiding her sex 
for several months. 
As soon as the 
foreman discovered that she was a wo­ 
man she was discharged, although her 
work had been entirely satisfactory. 
It is said that Mr. Grassens and his 
mine-working wife are now prosper­ 
ous German farmers ..in .tka-Malianoy 
valley. 


THE MODEL KITCHEN 


P ro p e r A rra n g em en t and Furnishing: of 
this I m p o r t a n t Part of a House. 


Very little attention is given to the 
furnishing of the kitchen, even in the 
most particular households. 
If a new 
house is being built the careful house­ 
wife may ask the architect to provide 
certain conveniences for the room, but 
generally the matter is left wholly to 
his directions, and unless he is a tyro 
he is not apt to disappoint expectations. 


Modern improvements in plumbing 
and in ranges provide the most con­ 
venient of permanent fixtures. 
It is 
scarcely necessary to warn one against 
the old style of shut-in plumbing, that 
left innumerable crevices and crannies 
to give lodgment to dirt and vermin. 
The very best results are obtained from 
the use of iron pipe instead of lead, 
and if this bo used there is much less 
clianco of “ sweating,” and the conse­ 
quent rotting of the adjacent wood, 
particularly if the pipes be painted. 
The woodwork of the kitchen is fully 
as important as that of any of the rest 
of the house. 
Pine is generally chosen,

All closets and cupboards should be

room only for a narrow jamb and’ a 
shallow sill, in order that when they 
are opened the entire exterior may bo 
oxposed to view. Earthenware tubs are 
cheaper in the long run than wooden 
ones, although their initial cost is con­ 
siderably greater. 
But if wooden tubs 
must be used, be sure they are put in 
most carefully, as under the best of 
contractors they give more troublo 
than any other kitchen fillmeut.

Above all things do not stint money 
in laying the kitchen floor; this must 
be constantly scrubbed, and if the 
wood checks and splinters the task is 
heart-breaking. 
The highest grades 
of Georgia pine should be used, in 
narrow strips, and it should have fre­ 
quent dressing. 
It is no economy 
to lay a cheap floor with the idea of 
depending" upon a covering of oil cloth 
or similar material. 


A very common mistake is made in 
putting in a sink that is too small, and 
in providing no place for the draining 
of dishes. 
A sink is never too large, 
even for the smallest family, and if 
space will permit it is well to put in 
one that is a couple of sizes larger than 
needed. 
At both ends should be wide 
draining shelves. 
An admirable fea­ 
ture, if one can afford it, is a panel of 
tiling adjoining the sink. 
This should 
be copped with a strip of wood contain­ 
ing hooks, from which may be hung 
basting spoons, collanders, measures, 
and so forth. 


As to furnishing proper, this is a 
very simple matter, 
although many 
peojde seem to think that it is suf­ 
ficient to tramp into the kitchen the 
dilapidated and broken down furniture 
from other parts of the house. 
There 
should be two plain deal tables, a large 
one and a small one, the latter just 
about the height of the range or stove. 
This will be found 
extremely con­ 
venient in cooking if drawn close to the 
range to hold utensils. 
The chairs 
should be of the kind that have solid 
wooden seats, but there should also be 
at least one comfortable rocking-chair. 
Anything that is in the nature of an 
ornament and hcs no utilitarian use is 
wholly out of place, and should be ban­ 
ished from the kitchen.

The effort to combine tho churches 
in a universal movement for the sub- 
stitution of arbitration for war in in- 
ternational disputes is being prose- 
cuted steadily, notes tho New York 
Post.

by an executivo committee 
with headquarters in Kichmond, Va. 
This committee aims to secure tho 
concurrence of the churches of Chris» 
tendom, 
through their 
representa-

governments of thirty-two Christian 
countries in their respective language. 
The representative bodies of most of 
the churches in the United States and 
Great Britain and Ireland, and a few 
on tho Continent of Euroioe, have con- 
curred in tho petition, and signed it. 
In Great Britain this result was ac- 
complished chiefly by a co-operating 
committee, appointed by the American 
Committee, W. Evans Darby, LL.D., 
being its Chairman. 
A number oi 
men in Great Britain and Ireland, 
prominent in church or State, have 
associated themselves with this com- 
mittee. 
To secure tho co-operation 
of tho churches on tho Continent, the 
Executive- Committeocommissioned 
Dr, Darby. 
A recent lötter from him 
to Dr. W. A.^ Campbell, tho Chairman 
of tho Exeoutivo Committee, reports 
gratifying progress among tho Protes- 
tant churches. 
Of moro importance 
though, in Koman Catholic countries, 
Dr., Darby wrote, should b9 tho effort 
to secure tho co-operation of 
tbe 
church. 
To this end ho »suggested 
that the aid of Cardinal Gibbons or of 
Cardinal Ireland should bo obtained. 
The suggestion has been adopted, ond 
tho phuroh .dignitaries named, with 
others, have been asked to further the 
•work on the Continent. It is expected 
that they will cheerfully aid, as tho 
Columbia Congress of the Catholic 
Olmrch in the United State« ie one of I pjodod superstition."

Silver Tip is tan colored 
and weighs about ten x^ounds. 
All of 
his two years of life he has been 
the 
property of Landlord Barber, 
of 
the 
Lyon Hotel, at Rock Eapids, but it is 
only within the last 
year 
that his 
power of immediate insight into tho 
nature of metals has become known to 
his owner, says 
the Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


The way Tip manifebls his power, as 
his owner ¡mts its, is as follows; If 
0110 takes a pilfa of coins the size of an 
American dollar—say, a trade dollar,

Sourcei« of tlio lilhlo as It Apponrs 
ro-day—The 
Work la Printed in 
Diilerent Lunxua^os. 


VERYoncein a while one reads 
of the enormous edition of 
1 some 
book, 
an edition 
of 
100,000 or perhaps 200,000, 
and tho world marvels at the genius 
whoRO brain evolved such a master- 
piece. 
Such a book is reviewed by 
literary critics in every cornor of tho 
world, 
a tremendous 
hullabaloo 
is 
raised ond the universe is aglow with 
enthusiasm. 


Iu the historic university town of 
Oxford, England, says a letter in the 
Now Orleans Picayune, there is a print- 
ing house which turned out an edition 
of 3,970,439 copies of a book during 
1896, and not a word was said of it. 
For more than 300 years the presses 
of this institution have been printing 
this same book, and tho demand has 
steadily increased for the first year of 
its existence to the present time. 
How 
many copies have been turnod out iu 
the past three centuries would be a 
vexing problem for the brain of 
a 
mathematician to compute. 
It would 
run into scores of millions, figures too 
magnilicent for human realization. 


This concern is the University Press, 
whose sole business for centuries has 
been the printing of Bibles. The place 
was established some fifty years after 
the German Guttenberg invented mov- 
able type, and the first book turned 
out beais the date 1468, but this was a 
mistake by ten years; it should have 
been 1478.' 
For nearly 100 yearg the 
Oxford Press 
printed 
books of 
all 
kinds, and then, 
towards the end of 
the sixteenth century, it began the 
printing of Bibles. 
From that time 
to the present the presses have been 
turning out .Bibles and 
Testaments 
and nothing else. 


I t may be of interest to know tho 
sources of the Bible as it appears to- 
day. 
In the first place the making of 
the Bible did not begin in its modern 
aspect until the middle of tho fourth 
century after Christ. 
The Bible is 
based upon four great manuscripts. 
One of them, the Codex Alexandrinus, 
now in the British Museum ; the^Codex 
Vaticanus, now in the Vatican, 
and 
the Codex Sinaiticus and the Codex 
Ephraemi. 
Each of these is of im- 
mense antiquity. 


The Codex Alexandrinusiu the Brit- 
ish Museum is at least 1500 years old, 
and it is the most priceless object in 
the vast collection of that famous in- 
stitution, 
This document consists of 
773 sheets of dull gray goatskin, the 
skin being exceptionally thin and each 
sheet measuring 12 f inches by lOJ 
;inohes. 
It is written on both sides of 
the sheet in two columns of faint but 
clear Greek characters. 
Jt once be- 
longed to the Patriarchal chamber of 
Alexandria, and was sent as a present 
lo King Charles the First in 1627. 


From manuscripts such as these; 
from tho Latin version of the fourth 
century; from manuscript translations 
of the Bible into Coptic, Syriac and 
other languages dating from the sixth 
century, and from tho writings of the 
early Christians of the second century 
comes the Bible of to-day. 


The home of the University Press is 
a 
great quadrangular 
building, 
or 
series of buildings, erected in 1830, 
and laid out in the usual college form, 
with a square court of fiowors and 
grass in the centre. 


The composing rooms of this place 
are its most wonderful feature. 
There 
are fonts of type for tho printing of 
the Bible in 320 diftorent languages, 
comprising all the known tongues of 
the past and present. There is a Bible 
for every savage race on tho face of 
the globe, and tho wonders of com- 
position rcijresented by some of them 
would stagger the ordinary printer. 


For instance, there is now a piece of 
type setting going on which was be- 
gun in 1863, and it won't be finished 
until the twentieth century is well 
under way. 
Jt is a little brochure in 
Peshito yyriac 
for 
the use of 
old 
manuscript students. The compositor 
works over a case containing lOOO 
boxes, each with its sei^arate char- 
acter, 
A single letter 
requires six 
different pieces of type, and some ot 
them require ten. 
With a thousand 
boxes belore him the compositor can- 
not work with machineliko 
rapidity, 
and his 
fingers 
oiten fall into 
the 
wrong box, 
iSincq this 
particular 
task was begun, 
thirty-three 
years 
ago, think of the hundreds of com- 
positors engaged upon it that have 
parsed to the great beyond ! 


The number of Bibles turnod out 
daily averages 8000 the year through, 
Bom*^© are little and some are big, and 
with bindings of all kinds. 
Mistaices 
seldom get into any of these millions 
of Bibles, for there is a standing offer 
of a guinea to the person who 
first 
discovers an error, 
Toward the end 
of a long edition the constant v/ear on 
the plates sometimes mashes a letter. 
Once the word ''teaching" was changed 
into '*eaching," and then the letter e 
was worn 
down, changiag 
it 
into 
"aching," Fifty thousdnd Bibles Tvere 
sent out with this imperfection, -but 
they were all recalled and the 
error 
rectified by the laborious use oi a hand 
Btamp, 


I t took more than thirty years to 
perfect the kind of paper which is now 
used for printing Bibles. 
Thi8 paper 


is wonderfully thin, but is absolutely 
opaque. 
It is called India paper^ and 
was discoveied by an Oxford student 
while traveling in tho far East. 
Tlio 
native method of preparing it was too 
laborious for modern use, and it was 
not until 1874 that a process was dis- 
covered by which it could be mado 
rapidly and economically. 
This pro- 
cess 
is 
a carefully guarded 
secret, 
known only to two or throe meu, the 
workmen engaged upon it being in- 
trusted with only a fraction c I tho 
secret,

Gabriella Harvie, of 
Richmond, 
an 
event that soon scattered from 
hor 
husoand's 'home the children of his 
first marriage, 
Ono 
might 
go far 
without 
finding 
advice 
so kind, so 
temperate, in such exquisite sympa- 
thy with the dilliculties of poor human 
nature in families of diverse elements, 
as that of tho letter written by Mr, 
Jefferson to his daughter upon tho 
subject of this marriage of her father- 
in-law in 17yO. 
An odd outcome of 
the much-discuBsed nuptials was that 
the new Mrs, Randolph, imperiously 
ignoring the fact that her oldest step- 
son was already in possession of tho 
name, 
bestowed upon her own sou 
also his father's name of Thomas Mann 
Randolph.

(Death of J. A* Kitzmilleri Esq. 
Jacob A. Eitzmiller, the well known 
member of the Gettysburg Bar, died 
at his residence in Gettysburg Tues- 
day morning, 
Mr. Kitzmiller suffer 
ed fiom a violent attack of diabetes 
about nine years ago, which develop- 
ed into Bright's disease,* ultimately 
resulting in bis death. 


Jacob Eitzmiller was born Oct. 14, 
1842. and was raised in Gettysburg, 
In 1862 he enlisted in the United 
States service, joining the same com- 
pany and regiment as his brother 
John, 
He participated in several 
bard fought battles, and while in ou 
engagement at Spottsvlvania Court 
House, Va, May 12, 1864, he lost his 
left arm. 
In IS&'y he was elected 
prothonotary of Adams county, and 
subsequently was appointed postmas- 
ter of Gettysburg under both terms 
of President Grant's administration. 
He served twelve years as School Di- 
rector of the Board of Gettysburg, of 
which he was president for 7 years. 
In 1879 he was elected Burgess of 
Gettysburg, and in 1877 was appoint- 
ed Notary Public and served six years 
in that capacity. 
In 1869 be com- 
menced the study of law under the 
late Hon. David Wills, and was ad« 
mitted to the Bar in 1871, and has 
since been engaged in the practice of 
bis profession. * He was manager and 
treasurer of the Adams County Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company for a 
number of years and was president 
at tho time of his death. 
He was 
council for the Building and Loan 
Association aud attorney for the First 
National Bank, until a few weeks ago, 
when he was obliged to relinquish 
that position as well as the active 
profession of the law on account of 
tailing health. 
Ho was the only sur* 
viving soldier who enlisted at Gettys* 
burg that lost a limb in any battle. 
His wife and daughter Lula, who liv- 
ed with hiui, aud Mrs. Jacob I. Mum> 
per, who resides in Gettysburg, sur- 
vive to mourn big departure.

(Barn and Nineteen Head of Cattle 


(Burned. 


Fire destroyed the large bank barn 
of Rev. J. Walter Beamer, near the 
Salem U, B. church, about midway 
between New Oxford and Gettysburg 
Sunday night. 
The barn was 50x70 
feet in dimensions, and was compara- 
tively new, having been built only 
about 12 or 15 years ago. 
About 200 
bushels of grain, all the hay and 
straw, together with all the farming 
implements but a binder and a corn 
planter were burned. 
Among the 
implements burned were a new mow- 
er and a separator. 
Nineteen bead 
of horned cattle were consumed in 
the flames, consisting of 12 milch 
cows, 4 heifers,« 1 bull and 2 calves, 
all fine Jersey stock, and were valued 
at about $800. 
The horses were res- 
cued from the burning building. The 
fire was first discovered about 1 o'- 
clock and different rumors are being 
circulated as to the origin. 


A tramp was sleeping in the barn 
and it seems to be the most common 
belief that he is responsible, inten- 
tionally or accidentally, for the burn- 
ing. 
He is said to have assisted to 
remove the horses. 
The loss on the 
building and contents is about $3500, 
with $1200 insurance in the Mum- 
masburg company. 
There was no 
insurance on the cattle. 


The large barn of Christian Shupp, 
near Sbiremanstown, Cumberland co., 
was destroyed by fire on Saturday 
together with all its contents, includ 
ing grain, bay, straw and farming im- 
plements. 
Seven head of fine horses 
and fifteen head of cattle were con- 
sumed.

The lavf^eab cask iu the AvorkI has 
reo-outly been complotpfl at St. Georpre 
Vineyard, located at Maltermoro, Cal. 
It containa 97,000 gallons, or enough 
to give 9,000,000 persona each an or- 
dinary ^vinegIaaflful of its contents. 
It 
is built of the very finest California 
redwood, and iu all the vast amount of 
lumber used in constructing it there is 
not a single flaw. 


The object of building so large a 
cask is to keep ou hand at the St. 
George Vineyard • a uniform 
sup])ly 
of wine, the contents of the cask being 
that wine of which most is sold. 
To 
build a cask of the size referred to 
seemed an impossibility at first, but 


tftins sufficient to fairly flood quite a 
section of the land about it should it 
break, and the chances are it wonld 
sweep along at flrst with 
suflicient 
force to seriously aflecl small build- 
inga which might be in its pathAvay. 
Certainly it would drown any human 
being who happened to bo in the way 
of the flood. While the exact number 
of tons of grapes whoso juice is re- 
quired to make enough wine to fill the 
cask has never been estimated, the 
proprietors of the vineyard say it would 
run into hundreds 
of thousands of 
pounds.—.New York Herald. 


COAL MINE RUN BY WOMEN.

An anthracite coal mine that is al- 
most entirely operated by American 
female labor is the unrtsual spectacle 
that can be seen in the j\Iahanoy val- 
ley several miles southwest of Hham- 
okin, Penn. 
The owner and operator 
of this mine is Joseph Mans, an indus- 
trious native of Germany, and his four

after the matter Avas thoroughly dis- 
cussed the members of the vineyard 
company made up their minds to try. 
So the redwood forests of Humboldt 
4 County were called ujion to suiiiib" the 
necessary lumber. 


The selection of lumber for the cask 
was uo ordinary task, for 2iot more 
than one stick in a dozen of those j^iô- 
sented for examination would do. 
At 
last enough lumber of the very first 
quality was found, and then tlie work 
of drying it so that there would be not 
the slightest danger of shrinkage be- 
gan. 
It required just two years to 
complete this task. The lumber ready, 
two entire trains of cars proved neces- 
sary to convey it to the nearest point 
to the vineyard. 
This lumber was 
amply suilicient in quantity to erect 
Buch a house as does not exist in Cali- 
fornia, 


The hoops that bind the cask to- 
gether are of finely tempered steel. In 
the aggregate they would fill tAvo large 
freight cars and their total weight is 
40,000 pounds. 
The cask towers to a 
height-of thirty feet and is twenty-six 
feet in diameter. 
Ji its contents could 
be placed iu unln-oken bulk iu freight 
cars it Avould take thirty of the biggest 
to hold it. 


There is only one cask in the world 
which can be legitimately compared 
•with this giant of California, and that 
is the great tun of Heidelberg, Ger- 
many. 
The California cask was not 
; constructed Avitli the intention of out- 
doing any one, but simply for business 
reasons. 
The dillerence in size of 
these two tuns can best be understood 
by considering the fact that the Ger- 
3nau cask holds 42,000 gallons and the 
California cask 97,000, showing the 
former to be less than half the size of 
the latter. 


Considering the contents of the cask 
from the nieasureanent of gallons, the 
idea of its immensity is not so fully 
impressed as Avhen figuring on a basis 
of lesser quantititís. 
For instance, tlie 
cask h o l d s 0 0 0 quarts, or 770,000 
pints, or 3,001,000 gills. 
An ordinary 
glass of wine is about a third of a gill, 
•perhaps a little less. 
This huge caslt 
•would hold a sulllcient quantity to 
peranit 9,012,000 persons to partake of 
a glass. 
Therefore, if every inhabi- 
tant of the greatest five cities of the 
United States should pass in proces- 
sion before this huge redwood recep- 
tacle each could take a drink there- 
from. 


Figuring the value of the contents 
of the cask at the jmce it would be re- 
tailed by the glass in the States Avhere 
^vine is not made, the total reached is 
?y01,200, so near a million that it can, 
M'ithout great stretching, be called a 
million dollar cask.

another standpoint, quantity being al- 
ways the primal basis, the cask cou-

lacing their figures are attractive, and 
none of tliem know what it is to be 
sick. 
They labor hard six days every 
week, but seem to be perfectly con- 
tented with their lot, as do also their 
younger sisters and brothers, who as- 
sist in the colliery. 
These 
young 
women are expert iarjners, and in ad- 
dition to knowing how to riin a coal 
mine are perfectly at home ¡^erforjuing 
the household duties that are indis- 
pensable to all well-regulated homes. 


much maligned mine mule,which hoists 
the COBI from the bowels of the earth 
by means 6f an old-fashioned gin, An- 
nie, who has turned out a very fair 
mechanic, runs the pump that keeps 
the mine free from Avater and the boil- 
ers and engine that supply the steam 
for operating the machinery, while Liz- 
zie is slate-picker boss, and assists her 
three younger sisters and three little 
brothers in picking the rock and the 
slate from among the coal as the fuel 
passes doAvn the chutes to the storage 
pockets. 
These girls do not nilect the 
garb of the new woman, but instead 
wear serviceable skirt and petticoats. 
Stout brogans cover their feet. 
Each 
girl knows what is expected of her and 
goes aboiit the various duties in a busi- 
ness-like manner, Avhile the father is 
cutting coal in the mine. 


Thirteen yeat^ ago Mr, Mans was 
employed in the mines around Shamo- 
kin, but, desiring to branch out for 
himself, he leased this mine, -which was 
barely a hole in the groiind at that 
time. 
Since then he has purchased 
the mine and tract of coal land outright, 
and the disappointment he and his wife 
felt when their 
first 
four children 
proved to be girls instead of boys has 
been softened by the valuable assist- 
ance the girls have since rendered him. 
Of the seven later additions to the fam- 
ily four are boys and three are girls, 
so that Mr. Mans is now looking for- 
ward to having four young miners to 
assist him in cutting coal from the 
bowels of the earth before many years 
pass by. 


While Mr 
Mans and his athletic 
daughters .operate the mine his wife 
attends to the household duties and 
tills their farm, which, according to 
his story, is a better paying investment 
than the mine. 
Since ac(|uiring pos- 
session of the colliery Mr. Mans has 
ma le many improvements to the prop- 
erly iu the shape of new and deeper 
openings and the introduction of ma- 
chinery for preparing and hoisting the 
coal. 


Mr. IVfauR says that it is a common 
thing for Avomen to work in and around 
the mines in the section of Gormanv 
where he was born, and prominent 
niining officials recall many instances 
in which women and girls perftumied 
similar duties in the coal mines of 
England and Wales. 
In the latter 
country, however, the custom is almost 
obsolete now. 
About eight years ago 
Mrs. Daniel Grassens, a German wo- 
man, donned man's attire and secxired 
employment in the Gimlet mine, near 
Shamokin, as an inside loader. 
She 
worked on the same shift as her hus- 
band and succeeded in hiding her sex 
for several months. 
As soon as the 
foreman discovered that she was a wo- 
man she was discharged, although her 
work had been entirely satisfactory. 
It is said that Mr. Grassens and his 
mine-Avorking wife are now prosper- 
ous German farmers-.in .tk&Jilahauoy

Verv little attention is given to the 
furnishing of the kitchen, even in the 
most jDarticular households. 
If a new 
house is being built the careful house- 
wife may ask the architect to provide 
certain conveniences fen* the room, but 
generally the matter is left wholly to 
his directions, and unless he is a tyro 
he is not a^jt to disai)point expectations. 


Modern imiDrovements in plumbing 
and in ranges provide the most con- 
venient of permanent 
fixtures. 
It is 
scarcely necessary to warn one against 
the old style of shut-in plumbing, that 
left innumerable crevices and crannies 
to give lodgment to dirt and vermin. 
The very best results are obtained from 
the use of iron pipe instead of lead, 
and if this bo used there is much less 
chanco of '*SAveating," and the conse- 
quent rotting of the adjacent wood, 
])articularly if the pipes be 
painted. 
The Avoodwork of the kitchen is fully 
as important as that uf any of the rest 
of the house. 
Pine is generally chosen. 


Above all things do not stint money 
in laying the kitchen floor; this must 
be constantly scrubbed, and if 
the 
wood checks and splinters the task is 
heart-breaking. 
The highest grades 
of Georgia pine should be used, iu 
narrow strips, and it should have fre- 
quent dressing. 
It is no economy 
to laj"- a cheap floor with the idea of 
depending'upon a covering of oil cloth 
or similar material. 


A very common mistake is made in 
putting in a sink that is too small, and 
in providing no place for the draining 
of dishes. 
A sink is never too large, 
even for the smallest family, and if 
space will permit it is well to put iu 
one that is a couple of sizes larger than 
needed. 
At both ends should be wide 
draining shelves. 
An admirable fea- 
ture, if one can afford it, is a panel of 
tiling adjoining the sink. 
This should 
be copped with a strip of wood contain- 
ing hooks, from which may be hung 
basting spoons, collanders, measures, 
and so forth. 


As to furnishing proper, this is a 
very simple matter, 
although many 
people seem to think that it is suf- 
ficient to tramp into the kitchen the 
dilapidated and broken down furniture 
from other parts of the house. 
There 
should be two plain deal tables, a large 
one and a small one, the latter just 
about the height of the range or stove. 
This Avill be found 
extremely 
con- 
venient in cooking if drawn close to the 
range to hold utensils. 
The chairs 
should be of the kind that have solid 
wooden seats, but there should also bo 
at least one comfortable rocking-chair. 
Anything that is iu the nature of an 
ornament and hos no utilitarian \ise is 
Avholly out of place, and should be ban- 
ished from the kitchen.
